Negro Carrier at Gallatin, 
Tenn., Forced to Resign by 
Moh of Armed Men and 
Delivery Is Stopped. 


SECOND MAN TO LEAVE. 


Postmaster General Declares 


‘That Until Residents Permit 
Black Employes Service 
Will Be Refused. 


COLORED MAIL CARRIERS—Postmaster gen- 
eral closes rural route at Gallatin, Tenn., be- 
cause armed men have driven the colored mail 
carriers to resign.

Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]— 
Another serious clash has occurred between 
the white people of the south and the post- 
office department over the negro question, 
and as a result the people in the vicinity of 
Gallatin, Tenn., will be deprived of their 
mail service. 

Postmaster General Payne today was ad- 
vised that John C. Allgood, the colored rural 
free delivery carrier at Gallatin, has been 
held up by armed and masked men and his 
life threatened if he continued tn the service 
of the United States. This threat also was 
applied to the colored substitute carrier. All- 
good was warned not to divulge the cause 
of his removal, but told to assign some other 
reasons. 

Notwithstanding thebe warnings, Allgood 


| advised the free delivery inspector of Ten- 


nessee of what had occurred, and then de- 
clined to perform the duties unless assur- 


}ances were given that no violence would be 


permitted. The postmaster general or- 
dered the service suspended and directed 
that a thorough investigation be made.

The service was established on March 1. 
and Allen F. Dillard, a colored man, ap- 
pointed carrier.

vice on the subject, it is believed Dillard 
was threatened in 8 manner as All- 
good and heeded the warning, to say noth- 
ing about being 8 men by masked and 
armed men. 

There were five applicants for the posi- 
tion of carrier at Gallatin. The three men 
passing the civil service examination with 
the highest percentage were colored. Under

Accotding to the clyil service rule Allen 
F. Dillard, colored, was appointed carrier 
on March 1, as stated, but resigned three 
weeks ago without giving any reason. Then 
Allgood was appointed to fill the vacancy 
and now has been forced to retire. 

There is danger that there will be similar 

cases throughout the south, and the matter 


may become serious. Postmaster General 


Payne is unable to give the number of col- 
ored men employed in the rural free delivery 
service, but he says they will be protected. 
The penalty for interfering with the United 
States mails is severe,but the department offi- 
ciale have little hope of securing a conviction 
in the Gallatin case, as there was but one wit- 
ness to the threatened violence, the carrier 
himself, while the men who threatened him 
were masked. 

There are but two e of dealing with 
cases of this kind.“ sald Postmaster General 
Payne in discussing the case. One is to 
send a company of United States troops to ac- 
company the carrier, so that he will be pro- 
tected in the performance of his duty. The 


other is to suspend the service. This has 


been done. : 

“I have no idea that we will send troops to 
protect the carriers. It is not the business of 
the government to force mail service upon 
the people of any part of the country. To 
accompany a carrier with a squad of soldiers 
would make the mail service too expensive. 

* 


“ When the people in the localities which 


object to the appointees of this department 
are willing to accept them and permit them 
to perform their duties unmolested these sec- 
tions will be given the benefit of the mails. 

We had a case of this kind some time ago 
at Indianola, Miss. That office has not been 
abolished, and the postmistress has not been 
permitted to resign, but there is no mail 

service there, as the péople are not disposed 
to accept it. We are ready to begin business 
when our representatives are unmolested in 
the discharge of their duties, but the people 
of Indianola have not been disposed to receive 
their mail on this basis.” 

For many years attempts were made spas- 
modically to root out the fraudulent ring 
which has been controlling affairs in certain 
divisions of the postoffice department, begin- 
ning with the Cleveland administration and 
continuing down to the pending investigation. 
The favorite trick of the men who have 
created such scandal in the department was 
to involve their chiefs through their ignor- 
ance in technical violations of the law and 
thus prevent any rigid investigation. 

Postmasters general and their assistants 
were repeatedly led on to accept certain offi- 
cial favors under the belief they wene ordi- 
nary perquisites, only to find out that the 
records were against them and these acts, if 
published to the world, would be difficult to 
explain. It is said that for years the con- 
spirators the pos department have 
made it their business to extend improper 
courtesies ta their superiors and then to 
make use of these irregular obligations to 
tie the hands of the man in authority. 

Every assistant secretary of the govern- 
ment has his own horse and carriage for offi- 
cial use. These are provided for in the ap- 
propriation bill under the general title of 
“transportation.” Unfortunately for the 
first assistant postmaster general, no such 
provision was made for his office and when 
Mr. Wynne was sppointed he found he would 
be obliged to pay u big livery. bill every 
month or go afoot to officiai conferences and 
the usual official social duties.

SECURES CONTROL OF ’FRISCO 
| WITHOUT PAYING A CENT. 


By Addition of System with 4,000 Miles 
of Track Becomes Second Largest 
in Country—Deal Is Made by Pool of 
Three Men, Who Get $87 for Stock, 
Much of Which Was Bought at $10 
or $15, in Shares and Bonds—Has 
‘Long Hung Fire. 
> 
New York, May 7.—[Special.]—A new rail- 
road giant came into being today when with- 
out payment of one cent in cash the St. Louis 
and San Francisco system, aggregating near- 
ly 4,000 miles of railroad, was sold to the 
Rock Island company. Official ratification 
of the deal was made this morning by the 
Rock Island directors, when B. F. Yoakum, 


president of the Frisco and manager of the 
pool that will turn over the road, was elected 


to the directorate of the Rock Island. The 


agreement was signed late today. 

It was decided by the St. Louis and San 
Francisco pool Wednesday night to accept 
the last offer that had been made by the 
directors of the Rock Island policy. Assum- 
ing that Rock Island common stock is worth 
$45 a share, the members of the Frisco pool 
will receive $87 a share for their nondividend 
paying common stock. Much of this stock 
was acquired by members of the pool at from 
$10 to $15 a share, 


Near Value of Old Terms. 
According to the terms of the original con- 
tract, which was abandoned at the time the 


stock market was shaken by the decision 


against the Northern Securities company, for 
each share of Frisco common stock the Rock 
Island would pay $20 in cash, $45 in collateral 
trust bonds, and §65 in Rock Island common 
stock. At the market prices them prevailing 
this would have marked the value of Frisco 
common stock at just about $86 a share. 


No Cash in Deal. 

Under the present arrangement no cash will 
be paid, for it was the apparent inability to 
procure the necessary money that caused 
the original plan to lapse. The Frisco pool 
members will receive $60 in 5 per cent ten 
year Rock Island collateral trust bonds at 
100 and $60 in common stock of the Rock 
Island company. This would make the pool's 
Frisco stock worth $87 a share. 

The Frisco common stock which will be 
turned over to the Rock Island constitutes 
the absolute control of the Frisco system. 
It will be deposited as collateral underlying 
the new bond issue, which will be necessitated 
to pay for the stock. Negotiations were con- 
ducted through J. P. Morgan & Co. 

James Campbell said tonight: ‘ Yes, the 
deal has been completed and the agreement 
signed.“ 

Three Men Had Control. 

Three men joined forces to pass the con- 
trol of the Frisco. They were B. F. Yoakum, 
ite president; James Campbell of St. Louis, 
the largest individual stockholder, and B. 
P. Cheney of Boston, who was chairman 
of the reorganization committee of the Atchi- 
son railroad. 

Reports that there had been a difference of 
opinion between the members of the pool

ock Island Is Second Largest. 

By the acquisition of the Frisco system 
the Rock Island becomes the proprietor of 
the largest railroad system in the United 
States, with the single exception of the Har- 
riman-Kuhn-Loeb group, which controls the 
Union Pacific, the Southern Pacific, and the 
Oregon Short Line. The total mileage under 
the control of the Rock Island company will 
be 14,348, including the recent arrangement 
with the Southern Pacific, by which the 
Rock Island acquired a half interest in 1,345 
miles ef Texas railroad. 

The capitalization of the Frisco consists 
of $64,000,000 of common stock, $31,000,000 of 
seoond preferred stock, and $5,000,000 of 
first preferred stock. The capital of the 
Rocl ( Island amounts to $150,000,000. 


Spreads Over the Country. 

The Leeds-Reid-Moore syndicate, through 
the Rock Island company, will now have a 
railroad system extending from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis to Galveston and New Orleans 
and from Chicago to Colorado Springs. It 
will reach into Alabama and Tennessee, and 
may in the near future reach the Atlantic 
coast by acquisition of the Central Railroad 
of Georgia. 


DEERING WORKMAN STABBED: 
UNION STRIKER ARRESTED. 


Three Men Attack Peter Hysocki and He 
Is Badly Wounded—Frank Marek Is 
Arrested and Identified. 


Peter Hysocki, a nonunion workman at the 
Deering Harvester works, was assaulted by 
three men while returning from work last 
night. They leaped from behind a clump of 
bushes as he passed and one stabbed him in 
the left shoulder, inflicting a wound three 
inches deep. He was taken to the St. Eliz- 
abeth hospital, and late in the evening was 
taken under police escort to his home at 
1053 North Hoyne avenue. 

An hour later Frank Marek was arrested 
by Policeman Michael Schote and was iden- 
tified by Hysocki as one of his assailants. 
Marek's two companions escaped, but the 
police have a description of them and expect 
to arrest them. The police say Marek is 
one of the strikers at the Deering Harvester 
works. 

Hysocki is married and is 82 years old. He 
was walking in Fullerton avenue, between 
Elston avenue and the river, when attacked.

IN TRACTION ROW 


Majori rity Stockholders with 
33,438 and Minority with 
9,818 Shares Select 
Protective Bodies. 


|UNION STILL POSSIBLE, 


Petition Asking That Leasing 
Corporation’s Affairs Be Wound 
Up Before the State 
Court Today. 


Two “protective committees were au- 
thorized yesterday to care for the interests 
of North Chicago stockholders in connection 
with the Union Traction company receiver- 


ship. One was selected by a majority of the 


stockholders at a meeting held during the 
afternoon, at the Grand Pacific hotel. 

The selection of the other, which had been 
named previously, was confirmed at a minor- 
ity gathering at the Sherman house in the 
morning. The two bodies are:

Committees May Yet Unite. 


It is possible that the two committees may 
be united, as several shareholders present 
at the minority meeting said they wished to 
learn what the Grand Pacific gathering would 
do before taking any radical action. The ob- 
jectors to this are said to be owners of 7,114 
shares held in San Francisco and Pennsy!l- 
vania and represented yesterday by Mr. 
Mayer. 

The announced purpose of both committees 
is to conserve the interests of the stockhold- 
ers of the North Chicago company while 
the affairs of the Union Traction company 


are being settled. The suggestion was made 


at the minority meeting, however, that it 
might be necessary to attempt to break the 
leases of the North Chicago company to the 
Union Traction company. At the majority 
meeting the talk was all against any radical 
action. of any kind. 


Court Hearing This Morning. 
As an adjunct to these matters the peti- 
tion filed by — Alschuler & Holden, as 
Tor plain the ve 
ion Traction company, — that this com- 
pany be wound up as provided for insolvent 
corporations under the state law, will come 
up for hearing before Judge Chytraus this 
morning. In this suit is involved the liabil- 
ity of holders of the $20,000,000 common 
stock of the Union Traction company to 
pay in the purchase price of that stock, the 
claim being that it never was paid for. 


At the Grand Pacific Meeting. 


Charles L. Raymond presided over the ma- 
jority meeting of stockholders at the Grand 
Pacific hotel. A roll call showed shares of 
stock represented as follows: 

This, is was announced, constituted a clear 
majority of the 59,200 shares possible, as 
20,900 belonging to the Union Traction com- 
pany, being in the hands of a trustee, could 
not be voted. All the large Chicago holders 
were present in person, including F. H. Raw- 
son, who represented the large owners in his 
family; John H. Wrenn, with 1,529 shares: 
John Lambert, with 450; Lafayette McWill- 
jams, with 200. John P. Wilson had proxies 
for over 1,000 shares from O. W. Potter and 
others, while Edward L. Brewster held prox- 
ies for over 15,000, the largest items being the 
5,108 shares in the name of E. S. Layman of 
the Illinois Trust and Savings bank and 1,300 
belonging to B. B. Lamb. The only discus- 
sion arose over the wording of the following 
resolution offered for passage: 

Resolved. That a committee of five stock- 
holders be elected by a stock vote of the stock 
represented at this meeting for the purpose 
of investigating the affairs of the North Chi- 
cago Street railway company, and with pow- 
er to take suoh steps as they may deem neces- 
sary to conserve the interests of its stock- 
holders, and with power to call such further 
meetings of the stockholders when they shall 
deem it expedient, and said committee shall 
have power to fill vacancies and add mem- 
bers.“ 

Object to Committee’s Power. 


Lafayette McWilliams and Wallace Heck- 
man raised the point that it gave the com- 
mittee too much power; that all it should be 
authorized to do would be to investigate the 
situation as affected by the placing of the 
Union Traction company in the hands of re- 
ceivers and report back to the stockholders. 

John P. Wilson explained, however, that 
it might be necessary for the committee to 
act on short notice, as, for instance, in regard 
to the contemplated motion in the federal 
court by the receivers for the traction com- 
pany as to what they should do as to paying 
rentals coming due to the North Chicago 
company. Chairman Raymond added: 

It is not the purpose of this committee 
to do anything radical. In fact, the purpose 
of calling this meeting was to obtain a com- 
mittee which would preserve the interests of 
the stockholders and not endanger them.” 

So the resolution in its — form was 
adopted. 

The committee as named was a unan- 
imously after the names of Edward L. Brews- 
ter, Lafayette McWilliams, and 
Heckman had been suggested and they had 
declined to act on the plea they had not the 
time. The committee afterwards organized 
by electing C. L. Raymond chairman, F. H. 
Rawson secretary and treasurer, and Henry 
L. Robbins counsel. It was determined to 
‘nvestigate thoroughly at once all the leases 
and contracts between the North Chicago 
and the Union Traction companies, to de-

NEGRO TELLS HIS PEOPLE 
WHITES ARE RULERS HERE. 


The Rev. J. Daniels Makes Unusual Ad- 
dress to Evanston Colored People— 
Meeting of Protest Abandoned. 


The meeting of protest planned for last 
night by the negroes of Evanston to de- 
nounce an editorial in an Evanston paper 
was not held. In its place a gathering of the 
colored people of the suburb heard one of 
their race declare that they must be ruled 
by the whites. 

During the day a number of negroes de- 
cided that a meeting of protest would only 
increase the feeling against the colored per- 
sons in Evanston instead of bringing them 
sympathy. Others wished to hold the meet- 
ing and make vigorous protests. Their plan 
failed and no meeting was held, 

However, a social meeting was held at 
the Africam Methodist church, at which the 
Rev. J. Daniels spoke. 

„There are too many ladies and gentle- 

men and too few men and women among the 
negroes,” said Mr. Daniels. Until this 
condition is changed ere can be little hope 
for our people. This is a white man’s coun- 
try. The negro must do as the white man 
does. 
“The white man’s home is a sacred place. 
If one of you colored men would look at the 
wife of one of these white men in the street 
he woulé knock your head off, and he would 
do right. Until the colored man comes to 
have the same idea of his family and of his 
home there will be a condition that should 
be changed. 

„ believe that there should be a limited 
ballot for the negro—a ballot that should be 
reguiated by educational requirements and

ARREST BROTHER OF CZOLGOSZ. 


Placed in Jail at Los Angeles, Cal., and 
Will Be Detained During Presi- 
dent’s Visit. 


Los Angeles, Cal.. May 7.—Acting under 
instructions from the secret service bureau 
at Washington, the police today arrested a 
man who is suspected of being one of the 
four brothers of Czolgosz, the assassin of the 
late President McKinley. 

Great secrecy has been maintained about 
the arrest, and practically no information 
has been given out concerning the man. He 
is confined in the city jail, and no charge 
has been lodged against him. It is believed 
the police are simply detaining the man on 
suspicion until after the president shall have 
left Los Angeles.

The legisiature adjourned sine dle at 1:20 this 
morning, regretfully leaving the Mueller bill 
to its fate in the governor's hands. What 
he will do with it he and his kitchen cabinet 
only know. But a veto is expected. 

Yates has been pulling all sorts of wires 
for twenty hours. He asked the legislature 
to take a recess for ten days to give Him 
time to consider important bills, but the 
legislature said “no.” He asked Attorney 
General Hamlin for an opinion on the Munde 
bill and got it—as some one it— 
“in the neck,” the chief legal o of the 
state putting his O. K. on the measures 

All night the legislature waited for the veto 
which the day’s developments led them to 
believe was coming. Arrangements Had 
been made to pass the measure, pledges of 
support from 108 members, or one more than 
necessary having- been secured. et 

Yates Holds Back Veto. 

But shortly before midmight the statement 
was made that Yates would not send a veto 
of the bill to the legislature. This Geckaration 
was given out publicly by Col. Oglesby, Bis 
secretary; by Lieut. Gov. Northcott, by Sena- 
tor Dunlap, and other friends of the a 
tration. 

The governor said he had been unable, up 
to that time, to get in communication with 
John Hamline im Chicago, because, as be 
said, the newspapers were using ali the tele 
graph wires between this city and Chicage, 
and the members of the legislature had fled 
caveats on the long distance telephone, so 
that he practically was isolated from his 
guide, philosopher, and friend, if not to aay 
his mentor.

Attorney General’s Opinion.

Gov. Yates “Sidesteps.”” 

It was a curious condition that prevatie®: 
The senate and the house were waiting pa- 
tiently for the governor to send in hip vets, 
Three-fourths of the senate and tree 
fourths of the house were waiting for an 
opportunity to approve the Mueller DI im 
such a manner as there would be no Gout 
of their feeling in the premises.

He did what he had done before in a great 


emergency—and doubtless will do again— 
sidestepped. He will walt for the legisiature 
to get out of town before he takes any a¢- 
tion om the bill. 


Hint of Special Session. 


There is some talk that he will veto the 
bill and recdnvene the legislature in spe- 
cial session. If he does the veto will be over? 
ridden in all probability. : 

Yates has been receiving telegrams in- 
numerable from Chicago begging him te 
withhold his veto until delegations can ap-+ 
pear before him again. ; 

The governor went home shortly before 
midnight. It has been customary always 
for governors to remain in the executive Oi 
fice and receive the official notification tha 
the legislature was about to adjourn, and 
asking him if he had any other business té 
lay before that body.

The governor's course all day and night 
has been vacillating and unsatisfactory. He 
had few enough friends when he got out 
of bed, and less when he returned therete, 


Guess on Yates’ Intentions. 

The earlier part of the night was full of 
guesses as to Gov. Yates’ probable action on 
the Mueller bill. At 10 o'clock everybody 
under the dome of the capitol believed that 
Yates purposed vetoing the measure before 
adjournment. In fact, not a man among 


‘Yates’ friends would deny the charge when 


it was laid at their door. 

Private Secretary Oglesby was non-com- 
mittal on the proposition, but he made so 
many trips from Northcott in the senate and 
from Miller in the house to the executive 
office that the story gained credence every 
minute. 

Yates’ friends; such men as Lindly and 
Chiperfield, were extremely busy. Chiper- 
field flew down to the governor's office twoor 
three times, and numerous quiet little come 
ferences were held in the speaker's room. 

Talk was heard that the preparation of the 
veto by Yates was merely a matter of biuk 
and that the veto measure had been prepared 
for him in Chicago. 


Plan to Pass Over Veto. | 

Copies of Attorney General Hamlin's legal 
opinion declaring the bill practically undd 
jectionable were procured and circulated ip 
the house and senate.

In my opinion the discrimination con- 
tained in lines 73 to 77 is not unlawful. 
Clearly it would not be a valid enactment 
to attempt to authorize the city to take over 
the property of existing street railway com- 
panies without full payment for the property 
and the rights of the company thereunder, 
but the limitation contained in this pro- 
vision of the act gives notice to all com- 
panies hereafter acquiring street railway 
property in a city, and a franchise to operate 
the same, that they will take their prop- 
erty and franchise subject to the right of 
the city to acquire the same ata valuation 
to be determined without reference to the 
earning power of the property and without 
reference to the unexpired portion of the 
franchise. This applies only to new com- 
panies, which companies under this law 
cannot acquire absolute title to street rail- 
Way property and cannot acquire absolute 
title to a franchise for a fixed period. 
Whether any company has an unexpired 
grant of ninety-nine years is a question of 
law and fact to be determined by the proper 
tribunal, and is not involved in this bill. 

Knocks Out Other Bogie Men, 

The fifth contention suggested by you is: 

** Fifth—That such a provision compels the city 
to thus pay for its own property. 

“Tf a city has granted a franchise toa. 
street railway company for a term of years 
that franchise has become a property right 
in purchasing such unexpired term; the city 
does not purchase its own right, although it 
may be purchasing what it has heretofore 
granted. 

“ The sixth contention suggested is: 

‘* Sixth—That the provision ‘the new grantee 
Shall purchase and take over the street railway 
of the former grantee," etc., in lines nineteen and 
twenty of section 1, is invalid, because it compels 
the new grantee to take not only the franchise but 
also the plant and tangible property of the former 


grantee. 

The provisions of lines nineteen and 
twenty of section 1, that the ‘new grantee 
shall purchase and take over the street rail- 
way of the former grantee,’ etc., constitutes 
terms to be imposed by the city in case the 
city fails to exercise its reserved right, and 
| ts a franchise to a new company. If 
the new company accepts this grant, then 
it accepts the terms of purchase made by 
the city with the old company, and when the 
new company accepts the grant from the city 
then it must purchase and take over the 
street railway of the former grantee upon the 
terms agreed to by the city with the former 
grantee. 

In my opinion this provision is not invalid 
upon the grounds suggested. 

“I return herewith the letters of Mr. 
Hamline and Mr. Foote. These letters con- 
tain pertinent suggestions as to the effect 
and operation of this bill, and the policy 
that should have been pursued by the legis- 
lature in passing a law providing for mu- 
nicipal ownership or the regulation of street 
railways. But in this opinion I am passing 
only on the constitutionality of this act as 
raised by the contentions suggested by you 
in your letter. : 

“I express no opinion ag to the wisdom of 
the passage of this act, but when it is con- 
sidered in connection with the general pro- 
Visions of the statute now in force governing 
‘street railways, which provisions are not 
repealed by this bill if it becomes a law, I 
am of the opinion that no serious objection 
can be successfuly urged against its validity.

Calls for a Recess. 

The governor's initial effort to obtain a re- 
cess of the legislature was indicated officially 
in the following communication to senate 
and house leaders:

Small, the Hon. L. B. ringer, Senators, —— 
the Hon. John H. Miller, the Hon. Thomas Rin- 
aker, and the Hon. J. P. Wilson, Representatives 
Gentlemen: I have the honor to request that you 
will use your influence to postpone a final ad- 
journment of the present general assembly to a 
date not earlier than Thursday, the 14th inet. 

I prefer this request because I understand that 
the general assembly is contemplating an ad- 
journment at some hour tonight, and among the 
sixty bills which have already reached my desk 
there are a number which it may not be possible 
for me to examine and approve or disapprove 
before the hour of your adjournment. One or 
more of these bills I may possible desire to re- 
turn to the general assembly without my approval 
in order that the general assembly may have the 
opportunity of passing the bills over my veto or 
of correcting the same.

RUSH WORK AT CLOSE. 


Speaker Miller Receives Usual 
Vote of Thanks—Darrow 
Hissed for Veting “No.” 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] . 

Springfield, III., May 8, 2 a. m.—[Special.]— 
The legislature has adjourned sine die. The 
senate quit at 1 o'clock this (Friday) morn- 
ing and the house twenty minutes later. 
The closing scenes, especially in the house, 
were marked by the customary hilarity. 
The closing proceedings resembled a babel 
of sounds and only the speaker and the 
clerks were supposed to know what was 
going on. 

After midnight the house became tur- 
bubent and unruly, the proceedings being 
marked by the almost constant clamor of 
the speaker’s gavel as he vainly endeavored 
to maintain some semblance of order. 

Members were bombarding each other 
with paper wade, books, waste baskets, 
house files, and anything that came handy. 
Songs, shouting, and hilarious laughter re- 
sounded on every side. 

The climax to the disorder came just before 
1 o'clock this (Friday) morning, when there 
was a commotion on the democratic side that 
for a moment promised a physical combat. 
Mr. Tippitt had been hit several times with 
paper wade, and becoming enraged, he 
jumped to his feet, picked up a chair, and 
threw it in the direction from which the wad 
had come. 

The chair struck Mr. Pattison. He began 
swearing vigorously and excitedly at Mr. 
Tippitt. The latter, who realized that he had 
struck the wrong man, attempted to apolo- 
gize, but Mr. Pattison, with an oath, de- 
clared that no apology would be accepted. 

Speaker Shanahan attempted to restore 
order, and shouted to the members that they 
were conducting themselves in the most 
shameful manner. Order was re@tored ina 
few minutes, and the roll call on the pending 
bill proceeded. 

Last Bill Is Passed. 

The last bill considered by the house was 
one for the establishment of schools for 
crippled children. Representative Lyon ob- 
jected to its consideration, but Nohe, stand- 
ing on a chair in the middle of the aisle, 
called it up, or, rather, shouted it up, the 
clamor from the floor of the house being al- 
most deafening. Two women who have been 
here industriously lobbying for the bill for 
a.week got Mr. Lyon by, the coattails and 
tried to pull him down to hischair, but with- 
out success. Dr. Wheeler presided as clerk, 
and the bill received 145 votes, while none 
were recorded in the negative, thus proving 
Wheeler's ability as clerk of the house. The 
passage of this bill ended it, and the Forty- 
third general assembly of Illinois passed into 


history. 
Era of Good Feling. 

The era of good feeling set in yesterday 
afternoon, when Speaker Miller was pre- 
sented with a large oil portrait of himself, 
and was given the usual vote of thanks of 
the house. 

On this occasion the vote was not unani- 
mous, Darrow voting no to the accompani- 
ment of hisses, The resolution was offered by 
Mr. Wiison, democratic leader on the floor of 
the house, and was as follows: 

“ Whereas, The Hon. John H. Miller, 
speaker of the house of representatives of 
the Forty-third general assembly, by his 
courtesy and fairness to the several members 
of this house, has won the personal good will

That at the close of this ses- 
sion we desire to express our : ppreciation of 
the courtesy and fair treatment which the 
members have received from Mr. Miller, and 
we assure him of our high personal regard 
and esteem for the manner in which he has

Varying interests have at 
times produced a conflict of purposes upon 
the floor of this house, but as the hours of 
this session wane, so fade from the minds 
of the membership of this house everything 
but the kindliest of sentiments and feelings.”’ 


Speaker Miller Is Grateful. 
Speaker Miller addressed the house as fol- 
ows: 

Members of the Forty-third general as- 
sembly, I accept this as an expression of 
friendliness and friendship, and I hope it 
has to a reasonable extent been merited. 
It has been my ajm as speaker of this house 
to treat every member of the assembly with 
fairness and due consideration, and perhaps 
if any criticism has been offered it is that 
I have possibly carried that too far. But 
vindictiveness, or a disposition to punish, is 
no part of my makeup; and, prompted by 
my motives and my disposition to do right, I 
have tried at all times to be impartial to the 
members of this house. 

We have had some strenuous scenes here, 
and we have differed in opinion on some 
points and measures, and there have been 
different motives and policies; but I hope 
that these differences will leave no trace be- 
hind them and we will go away from here 
bearing toward each other nothing but feel- 
ings of kindliness and friendship. 

“This session, in my opinion, has been 
marked by an energy and an earnestness 
that will make it compare favorably with any 
previous session. The members of this as- 
sembly are to be commended for that. 1 hope 
that if criticisms have been offered, or are 
to be offered, they will be made in the same 
spirit in which the chair would make criti- 
cisms of the house. Members of the house, 
I am not feeling in condition to speak at 
great length. I hope you will excuse me by 
allowing me again to thank you and to ex- 
press to you my appreciation of this kind 
expression of friendship.“ 


Other Tokens Presented.

Chicago Civil Service Bill Fails. 


By a vote of 52 years to 46 nays the house 
refused to pass Senator Powers’ bill amend- 
ing the Chicago civil service law. The bill 
failed passage yesterday by a decisive vote 
and was reconsidered today on motion of 
Mr. Hunt. The debate on the bill was more 
spirited than any other of the afternoon. 
When the bill was reached in its regular or- 
der on the calendar Mr. Stewart moved to 
postpone indefinitely. The motion to post- 
pone was lost by a division vote of 51 yeas 
to 58 nays. The bill was then defeated. 

When Mr. Darrow’s name was reached on 
the roll he made a bitter attack on the bill 
in explainingshis vote. He said such a law 
would permit police officers to retain their 
positions pending a decision from the courts, 
no matter how serious an offense they had 
been guilty of. 

The bill proposed to give the right of ap- 
peal to the courts to any civil service em- 


civil service board pending the decision of 
the courts if appeal was taken beyond the 
civil service board. 


Then More Bills Pass. 


Then fora long time the house passed bills 
and bills, one after the other, without de- 
bate or Interruption. Among the more im- 
portant passed are these: 

Senate bill 299, Putnam, extending the life of 
chattel mortgages from two to three 4 

Senate bill 488, Rainey’s, giving the Chicago 
board of education power to rent the city school 
buildings for public lectures. 

Senate bill 156, McKenzie’s, providing that the 
trustees may continue the investment of all trust 
funds coming into their hande by virtue of such 
office, with the exception of investments in the 
stocks and interest bearing bonds of corporations 
other than municipal. 

Senate bill 214, Stubbiefield’s, providing that the 
state board of health shall license osteopaths. 

Senate bill 63, Berry’s, providing that contests 
of wills shall be filed within one year in place of 
two years from the time the will is offered for 


probate. 
Then More Bills. 


At 6 o'clock the house took a recess until 
8 p. m. After recess it reconvened at 8 
o'clock and continued the work of passing 
bills, disposing of the fellowing: 

Senate bill 39, Mueller's, amending the corpora- 
tion act by eliminating the provision Umiting the 
number of directors, managers, or trustees of cor- 
porations and giving corporations power to in- 
crease or decrease the par value of their shares 
of capital stock. 

Senate bill 505, Rees’, providing for the appoint- 
ment by the governor of a good roads commission, 
composed of three members, whose duty it will 
be to report to the next assembly a feasable plan 
for the betterment of the highways throughout 
the state. 

Senate bill 45, Hughes’, providing for the use 
of voting machines at elections. The bill has a 
referendum use. 

Senate bill 1B1, Mueller’s, giving county record- 


ers of deeds authority to guarantee titles and 
empowering t to set aside certain fees for the 
purpose of creating an indemnity fund. 


Senate bill 75, to prevent state’s attorneys from 
being retained except by the public in any civil 
suit depending upon the same state of facts on 
which a criminal prosecution shall depend, passed 
by a vote of 114 yeas. 


Insurance Bills Killed. 


Senate bill 489 (judiciary committee's), to 
permit officers of fraternal beneficiary so- 
cieties to testify in cases involving their so- 
cleties, was tabled on motion of Mr. Bundy 
by a division vote of 50 yeas and 37 nays. 

Senate bill 366 (Farnum’s), exempting from 
taxation funds and property of fraternal 
beneficiary societies, was postponed on mo- 
tion by Mr. Bundy. 


No More Indeterminate Sentences. 


Senate bill 481 [Haas], abolishing the in- 
determinate sentence law and empowering 
juries to fix sentences of persons convicted 
of felonies, was passed by a vote ot 78 yeas 
to 38 nays. In explaining his vote Mr. Allen 
made an impassioned attack on the bill. 
His words were bitterly antagonistic to the 
principle of giving the state's attorneys the 
final appeal to the juries. 


Mercantile Bill Dies. 

Mr. Shanahan, who was in the chair nearly 
all day and all evening, put forth every effort 
to get out the bill exempting stock of mer- 
cantile corporations from assessment by the 
state board of equalization, but all attempts 
to get it out of its regular order were futile. 
The opposition, in fact, was so strong as to 
indicate the impossibility of passage of the 
bill even if it could have been placed on its 
passage. The last effort made was when 
Mr. Morris asked unanimous consent to call 
it up, but more than fifty members of the 
house arose to their feet and voiced their 
objection. Mr. Morris then moved to sus- 
pend the rules for the immediate considera- 
tion of the bill, and a viva voce vote on the 
question failed to decide. A division vote 
was then ordered, and the house by a vote of 
56 yeas to 53 nays refused to suspend the 
rules for the purpose of taking up the bill 
out of its order.

| IMPORTANT BILLS PASSED BY LEGISLATURE AT SPRINGFIELD 


| BILLS AFFECTING CHICAGO. | 


MUNICIPAL. OWNERSHIP, MUPLLER BILL.— 
Senate bill 40 (Mueller’s), providing for mu- 
nictpal ownership of street railways, The bill 
gives the municipalities of the state power to 
acquire, own, and operate street railways and 
to lease the same to any company incorporated 
under the laws of this state, for any period not 
longer than twenty years, on such terms as 
the city council shall provide. The enabling 
power to operate, however, must be approved 
by three-fifths of those voting on the question. 

Cities are empowered to reserve in any grant 
to a railway company the right to take over 
such railway company’s property at or before 
the expiration of the grant. They may also 


insert in such grant a provision to the effect 


that if the city does not exercise ite power to 
take over the property, but shall grant a new 
franchise to another company in any streets 


occupied by the old company, then the new 


company shall be substituted in place of the 
city as to all obligations in taking over the 
tangible property. Franchise extensions may 
be granted in streets where tracks are already 
located ‘without frontage petitioners. No fran- 
chise longer than five years shall be operative 
unless approved by the people. 

If the eity undertakes municipal operation 
it must fix its charges for service sufficiently 


high to produce revenue to meet operating ex- 


penses, and the principal and interest on what- 
ever obligation the city assumes in the ac- 
quisition of street railway property. 

TO ENLARGE SOUTH PARKS.—#enate bill 202 
(Clark's), to authorize the south park commis- 
sioners to enlarge the parks under their con- 
trol.

TO CONNECT PARK SYSTEMS.—Senate bill 288

By this action, which 
is to take effect. immediately, the price of 
the smaller bakery goods is raised from 8 to 
10 cents a dozen Wholesale, and from 10 to 
12 cents retail. . 

It is claimed that the increase is made nec- 
essary by the advanced prices for flour, lard, 
and butter. The question of advancing the 
price of bread wasdiscussed, but voted down. 

The Master Bakers’ association is a com- 
bination of the bakery owners; which claims 
to have a membership of 500 of the 800 or- 
ganized bakers of the city. A number of the 
large bakeries have already advanced prices. 


Eat to Win Their Strike. 
Forty-three of the striking negro waiters 
of H. H. Kohlsaat & Co. marched into the 
only restaurant the company was operat- 
ing yesterday noon and took seats about 
the lunch counters. For over two hours 
they remained there, eating and drinking 
slowly, and then filed out.

SEEK TO SETTLE 
LAUNDRY STRIKE 


Peace Conference Held and 
the Trouble Is Brought 
Nearer to Adjustment. 


POWER ‘TO ACT IS ASKED. 


Two Committees of Three May Be 


Clean nem probably will cease to be at a 
premium early next week, as the laundry 
owners and their striking employés held a 
preliminary peace meeting yesterday after- 
noon and arranged for a series of adjust- 
ment conferences. , 

The miseting was called secretly for fear 
that outsidé Interference would prevent the 
formation I scheme of settlement satis- 
tactorx to both sides. After a discussion 
lasting more than three hours it was agreed 
that a joint committee. of three owners and 
three employés should ask full power to 
take up all questions in dispute, except, 
perhaps, that of recognition of the union. 

Those at the peace meeting attempted to 
solve the recognition question by asking the 
employers to hire members of the union 
when possible and to allow the organization 
of such employés as might desire to joif¥ the 
union. They proposed, further, that all 
charges of discrimination be taken up by a 
joint committee of employers and employés. 


1 Object to Recognition. 

Last night, however, at a meg ing of the 
executive.board of the Laundry Owners’ as- 
sociation, it was agreed that the proposition 
of a peace committee of three be accepted, 
but the members were unanimous in opposing 
recognition of the union. All declared that 
they would agree not to discriminate against 
union men, but they would go no further. 

The executive board of the union also con- 
sidered the peace proposition and informally 
agreed to accept it. 

Both sides will send their representatives to 
another meeting today, when some other 
proposition on the recognition question will 
be drawnup. This in turn will be submitted to 
the executive boards, and if accepted by both 
the adjustment of the wage scale will be 


— 


Owners 
The opposition to recognition of the union 
is said to have come partly from the Employ- 
ers’ association. which the laundry owners 
joined at the beginning of the strike. Sec- 
retary Frederick W. Job of that organiza- 
tion is opposed to any agreement that gives 
a labor union any recognition further than 
\a promise that the employers will not dis- 
criminateé, | 
Rather than concede tion the Em- 
ployers’ association is,said to be willing to 
advance money to the laundry owners for a 
protracted fight: he questions of wages 
and hours are held to be of less importance. 
At the peacé conference yesterday the rep- 
resentatives of the owners were J. A. Barkey 
of the Schriver Laundry company, Adolph 
Bernard and C. I. Goodhart of Goodhart’s 


laundry. Representing the union were T. 
C. Wilson; G. B. Francis, and H. B. Sehoen- 


fleld. 
. See Hope of Settlement. 

After a discussion of the points at issue 
the following report was drawn up for sub- 
mission to the respective organisations: 

We, the undersigned committees; representing 
the employers and employés in thestrike contro- 
versy now on hand in the laundry industry, be- 
lieve that ifa joint committee of three trom each of 
our respective organizations is granted full power 
to act that In joint conferences it can arrive at a 
satisfactory settlement. ‘ 

The greater part of the time was spent 
in talking over the first clause in the agree- 
ment of the laundry workers’ union, which 
provides that the employers shall “ hire 
none but members in good standing of the 


organization within two weeks after being 
hired.”’ 
Terms That Were Rejected. 

The con@erence on this point led to the fol- 
lowing compromise, which later was reject- 
ed by the employers: 

The employer agrees to hire members in good 
standing bf the above named union in each branch 
or department, when possible to hire them. When 
union help cannot be procured the employer may 
hire outside help with the understanding that such 
help may join the union if it so desires. 

When use of the union label is desired none but 
members of the union in good standing shall be 
employed, and in the event of the unſon being 
unable to furnish help, the owner is at Hberty to 
employ whom he may see fit with the understand- 
ing that such employés must make application for 


membership to the union within twenty-four hours 


after receiving employment. 

While peace was being planned those un- 
acquainted with the move kept up the war- 
fare. There was a massmee ting of 3,000 girls 
at the Seventh regiment armory in the morn- 
ing, the girls agreeing to stand together to 
the last. 


FUGITIVE CAUGHT AT TRAIN: 
BIG EMBEZZLEMENT CHARGED. 


Walter Crandall, Former Modern Wood- 
men’s Employe at Rock Island, Ar- 


Krrested as he was entering a train in 
Ravenswood, Walter Crandall, charged with 
forgery and the embezzlement of more chan 
$12,000 from the Modern Woodmen of Amer- 
fea, was given into the custody of the sheriff 
of Rock Island, III., and left last night for 
Rock Island. 

Crandall had been employed as confidential 
clerk in the offices of the headquarters of 
the lodge at Rock Island, and fled on Feb. 
28 when the treasurer started an investiga- 
tion of the accounts. Numerous alleged for- 
geries of warrants were discovered, these be- 
ing used, it is charged, to cover the pecula- 
tions. The thefts extended from Oct. 18, 
1901, to Feb. 7, 1908. Crandall's methods were 
to forge a warrant on the treasurer, make 
the proper entries, and pocket the proceeds,

Crandall, it is charged, also made money 
out of the death claims. When persons en- 
titled to receive payments on death claims 
called Crandall would state that there was a 
considerable sum due the office for clerical 
work, assessments, and other accounts. 
When the settlement was made a check 
would be drawn for the full amount, and 
Crandall would go with the payee to have 
the check cashed, and would then demand 
a rebate of the amount which he had pre- 
viously stated belonged to the office. 

An acquaintance of Crandall yesterday 
telephoned the detective bureau that he was 
visiting in Ravenswood, but detectives could 
not find him, and were about to.return, when 
they met him on the platform of the elevate 
rallroad.

LONDON, May 7.—The terms of the Trans- 
vaal loan of $150,000,000 were made public at 
the Bank of Engtand today, and the scram- 
ble of small investors to secure application 
blanks assures its absorption within two or 
three days. 

The loan will pay 3 per cent interest, and 
will be issued at par, and is redeemable in 
1953. It is already quoted on the stock ex- 
change at 1% per cent premium. 

A sinking fund of 1 per cent will be applied 
to the purchase of stock when below par. 
The government of the Transvaal reserves 
the right to pay off stock at any time after 
May 1, 1923, subject to six months’ notice. 
The installments on stock are payable as fol- 
lows: Three per cent payable on application, 
7 per cent on May 22, and the balance to be 
distributed from June to December. The 
instaliments may be paid in full on May 22 
under a discount of 2 per cent. The list 
closes on or before May 12. 


Rush for Subscription Blanks. 

At the Bank of England this afternoon the 
application for the “Vaal loan“ resolved 
itself into a huge, mad fight to reach the 
chief cashier's office. There was a wild, dis- 
orderly scrimmage of about 2,000 brokers, 
merchants, clerks, commissioners, and tele- 
graph messenger boys, who had gathered 
within and without the precincts of the bank 

and engaged in a desperate struggle to reach 
the desks. . 

The counter clerks looked aghast at the 
surging mob. Good humor prevailed, and 
football cries, such as “ Play up,” “ Free 
kick,” and Goal,“ rent the air. Once in- 
side, an array of officials distributed the 
coveted application blanks. The list is likely 
to be closed long before next Tuesday, the 
date set in the prospectus. 

Later street hawkers sold copies of the 
prospectuses as fast as they could get the 
cash. Crowds continued to enter the bank 
long after the usual closing hour. 


Will Be Heavily Oversubscribed. 

The loan was carefully prepared before- 
‘hand and will be immensely oversubscribed 
in England, and applicants will receive about 
5 per cent of their demands. Much of the 
loan will be taken up on the continent, but 
the representatives of American houses in 
London say that in the present state of the 
New York market it is not to be expected 
that many ofthe bonds will be subscribed 
for there. A small Amount may be sub- 
scribed for, but as a permanent investment 
it is not worth America’s while. 

By issuing the loan at 3 per cent at par 
the government shows that there has been 
no decline in its credit and gets more suit- 
able conditions.

Hight of these were éasily captured by the 
Americans, but the defenders of the ninth 
and tenth made a galiant résistance, and 
lost 130 men in. killed and wounded before 
they were overcome. The Americans had | 
two killed and seven wounded. 


Find Ten Warlike Earthworks. 


The expedition traversed. Maculgone. 
meetin many Moros who have been recent- 
‘ly subjugated, and friendly natives. No 
opposition was met until the expedition ap-

Sultan Surrenders with Arms. 

At nightfall the cavalry surrounded the 
last and strongest Moro stronghold and kept 
pouring in volleys until at dawn the sultan 
of Ampungano surrendered with sixty pris- 
oners, thirty-six obsolete cannon, fifty-four 
rifles, and many Krisses. The stronghold 
was then mined and demolished. The ex- 
pedition then continued scouting in the in- 
terior. 

The sultan of Marantao, with all his follow- 
ers, has surrendered to Maj. Bullard. Heand 
his troops took the oath of allegiance amid 
a scene of barbaric splendor, with their 
shining weapons and coats of armor, and dis- 
playing the Moorish emblems apd shields. 
The aged sultan said he had beef a lifelong 
foe of the Spaniards, but he had surrendered 
because he observed that the Americans 
were constantly victorious in battle, that

Sunken Vessels Raised. 


Wreckers have succeeded in raising the 
sunken Spanish gunboat Velasco, near the 
Cavite yard. The machinery of the vessel is 
ruined and the hull is partly warped from 
fire. There are a few small sheil holes in the 
hull. but they were not enough to cause the 
sinking of the boat, and it was undoubtedly 
scuttied, as the bilge cocks were found open. 
The sinking of this vessel was the indirect 
result of the attack of the Petrel on the 
small Spanish gunboats in one shallow waters 
of Bacoor bay. 

The Reina Cristina, the ip of Admiral 
Montejo, which was sunk’ by Admiral : 
Dewey’s fleet during the fight of May 1, 
and which was recently raised and beached 
by a syndicate of American engineers, is now 
afloat. It has been repainted, and as much 
of its machinery le serviceable the wreckers 
anticipate a handsome profit. 


HOLD ITLALIAN FOR MURDER. 


Tomasso Lombardi, Accused of Killing 
Miss Sturtevant Near Boston, Un- 
der Investigation. 


Medford, Mass., May 7.—-Tomasso Lom- 
bardi, an Italian carpenter, accused of the 
murder of Miss Nellie A. Sturtevant last 
night, is held here without bail. 

Except for the fact that Mr. Sturtevant 
saw his daughters murderer flee on a bicycle, 
and that Lombardi when arrested in Boston, 
five miles from Medford, two hours later, 
was riding a muddy bicycle, the police have 
little evidence against the Italian. 

Mr. Sturtevant's description of the man 
answers in some degree to that of Lombardi. 
A Me@ford policeman saw a man riding a 
bicycle near the scene a few minutes before 
the murder and the machine had a snap or 
click which is distinctly noticeable in the 
bicycle on which Lombardi was riding when 
arrested. 

The Italian claims that he cannot speak 
English, yet Mr. Sturtevant stated today that 
the man who confronted his daughter, his 
wife, pone” himself on th® doorstep last night, 
said: *“‘ Hands up! give me that bag. ina 
robust voice without the slightest trace of 
foreign accent. 


Mra. Decker Loses Her Case. 


A verdict of not guilty was returned by a jury 
in Judge Clifford's court yesterday in the $25,000 
damage suit brought by Mrs. Anna C. Decker 
against. John Decker, whom she charged with 
slandering her. Decker is a brother of ex-Ald.

MOTHER-IN-LAW PROBLEM. 
A VIEWED BY JUDGE BALL. 


His Opinion of the Position of the Wife 


Is, However, Opposed by Two Other 
Jurists. 


“If a husband, able to provide a separate 
home for his wife, takes her to a home pre- 
sided over and wholly controlled by the 
mother-in-law, and relegates his wife, in 
Spite of repeated requests, to a subordinate 
position, and submits to seeing her dom- 
jnated by such mother-in-law, is the wife 
thereby justified in living separate and apart 
from her husband, and therefore entitled to 
separate maintenance? Under the circum- 
stances of this case I unhesitatingly say ves.“ 

This was the opinion of Judge Ball deliv- 
ered in the Appellate court yesterday in the 
separate maintenance case brought by Mrs. 
Ernestina Giese, 194 Lawndale - avenue, 
against her husband, Wilhelm Giese. Mrs. 
Giese asserted her husband promised to pro- 
vide her with a suitable home, but instead 
took her to a flat in charge of the mother of 
his first wife. In all differences, Mrs. Giese 
sald, her husband took the part of his moth- 
er-in-law. Mrs. Giese also charged that her 
husband owned property valued at $50,000, 
which he conveyed to his daughtef without 
consideration. 

The bill filed by Mrs. Giese wae dismissed 
in the Superior court, and Judge Ball ex- 
pressed the opinion that this decree should 
be reversed. 

An opposite opinion was expressed by 
Judges Windes and Adams, however, who 
affirmed the decree of the Superior court. | 

“The evidence presents no serious contro- 
versy, say these judges, between these 
parties, not any direct attempt by him to 
drive her away, nor any conduct upon his 
part that would necessarily render her mis- 
erable. We have no sympathy with that 
which tends to cheapen the marriage rela-

Police Are Too Fat. 

Judge Tuthill had a suggestion for the 
police, who, he thought. could be of more 
assistance than they are at present in the 
cleaning up process. | 

“They are nice fellows, but they are too 
fat,“ he said. It would do them good 
to work a little more, and then they would 
lose the fat, and people would think they 
really were earning their salaries, It is not 
often they get a chance to arrest a burglar, 
but they can work at the cleaning up business 
all the time. 

Every time they find something wrong 
they ought to trot up-the steps and notify 
the property owner that it is wrong. Then 
they ought to see that prosecution follows 
the failure of the owner to obey orders. That 
wouid take some of the fat off them. In- 
stead of going along without looking at 
anything they should keep their eyes open.“ 

Inspector Campbell took issue with Judge 
Tuthill, and asserted that the police were 
doing everything they could under the clean 
city ordinances. 

They would have a little more heart for 
their work.“ he said, if they knew that 
punishment would follow the appearance of 
an offender before a judge. It has not been 
a week since a policeman was fined two 
days’. pay for neglecting his duty in regard 
to the clean city ordinances, and Chief 
O'Neill has issued strict orders for the en- 
forcement of the law.”

‘HEAD OF MINNEAPOLIS RING IS 
CONVICTED OF BRIBERY. 
Tried on One of Many Indictments 
Against Him, Man Whe Was Four 
Times Elected Executive of City Is 
Declared by Jury to Have Accepted 
9600 Umlawtfully—Systematic Organ- 
 fsation for Blackmail Broken Up— 
Defendant Is Shocked.

Ames, former mayor of Minnea has 
been found guilty of accepting a bribe of 
$000 while chief.executive of this city. 

Mayor Ames was permitted to go home 
this evening, his bond of $21,000 continuing 
and covering all purposes. He refused to see 
any one. The shock to the now broken old 
man, who hoped for acquittal, was too great, 


him to bed and seclusion. 

After being out twenty-four hours the jury 
in the case returned into Judge Elliott's 
court, and, after being polled, returned their 
verdict of guilty late this afternoon. 

The usual motions were made for a stay 
and an arrest of execution of judgment and 
now will come the long fight on appeal. 

The defendant was on hand early this 
morning with his wife and all the attorneys 
in the case were in attendance. The doc- 
tor w pale, caused clearly by the 
night anxiety which he spent, being 
unable to sleep. He chatted with the report- 
ers and the attorneys and expressed confi- 
dence in the outcome. Mrs. Ames looked 
decidedly tired out and the worry lines were 
plainly visible. 


Jury Asks Further Instructions. 

The jury came in at 10 o'clock and asked 
that certain questions be answered. 

The three questions put to the court were: 

“1. Was there any evidence to show that 
Gardner collected any graft before Dr. Ames 
left for his hunting trip? 

2. Where and from whom did the police, 
aside from Norbeck, get their orders to re- 
port to Gardner at Ames’ medical office? . 

When Ames received the $600 from Gard- 
ner did he know that it was graft money?’ 

Judge ElNott replied to the first question 
that the matter of any money paid previous- 
ly was not in the case. Relative to the sec- 
ond question, the court instructed that the 
evidence of Sinclair was that the orders 
came from headquarters. 

To the third question fhe reply was that 
it was not necessary that Gardner tell him 
so at that time, or that should make a 
statement to the effect. 

The jury retired. and returned with the 
verdict several hours later. 


Story of the Bribery Ring. 

Mayor Alonzo A. Ames was indicted by the 
Minneapolis grand jury on June 17, 1902, 
some days after the jury had progressed well 
into the hearing of the bribery and corruption 
of the city administration. 

There was an enormous mass of detail de- 
veloped by the grand jury, the substance of 
which was that Mayor Ames and his broth- 
er, Chief of Police Fred Ames, had organ- 
ized a perfect system of blackmail whereby 
gamblers and illegal resorts were allowed to 
carry on their affairs for the payment of 
regular sums at stated intervals to the agents 
of the mayor and the chief. 

The principal collecting agents were Irwin 


Gardner was a medica! student in the office 
of Mayor Ames, who prior to his entering 
politics was a practicing physician. Gardner 
was known to be the confidential man of the 
mayor. He was on the pay rolls as a special 


Norbeck was a special detective, and occu- 
pied a most peculiar réle in the combination. 
It was his duty to watch the gambling houses, | 
but not to arrest the gamblers. He was to 
lead the victims away and pacify or even in- 
timidate them if they objected too strenu- 
ously. Norbeck got $50 a week from the 
‘gamblers. for this work. 0 

„ Billy’ Edwards, one of the gambling 
ring, testified that the entire combine had 
been arranged before Ames had been in the 
mayor's chair a week after his first election 
in 1900, and it was no time at all before the 
Big Mitt men knew just how they stood. 


Paid Big Sums Each Week. 

The blackmail from gamblers, saloons, and 
illegal resorts paid the Ames administration 
between $10,000 and $16,000 a week. This 
sum had to be divided up among a number 
of persons, and it is alleged that the mayor 
and his brother Fred, the chief of police, 
secured the greaten share of it. 

The first indictment of Mayor Ames was 
for attempting to bribe the county commis 
sioners. It was evident that Gov. Van Sant 
was about to remove the sheriff, and it would 
then devolve upon the county commissioners 
to appoint. The office paid $20,000 a year, 
and Ames is said to have told the commis- 
sioners they could have two-thirds of that 
sum if they would appoint his secretary, 
Tom Brown, an ex-reporter, to the vacancy. 


Ames Faces Trial. 3 

Ames was at first defiant and indignant, 
but the evidence was too overwhelming. 
Then his. health failed and he went to West 
Baden, Ind., to recuperate. ; 

He eventually returned to Minneapolis to 
face his trial on the first batch of indict- 
ments. His defense was incipient paresis 
and mental irresponsibility. 

Dr. Ames was four times mayor of Min- 
neapolis, once. as a republican and three 
times as a democrat, and was once demo- 
cratic nominee for governor of Minnesota. 
He wae born in Garden Prairie, Ill., Jan. 18,

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MULTIPLICITY OF DECREES 
COMPLICATES PERJURY CASE. 


Porter L. Getchel, First Husband of Mrs. 
Charlotte Remmick, Defendant, Tells 
of Being Twice Divorced from Her. 


While Mrs. Charlotte Remmick is on trial 
in Judge Holdom’s court on a charge of 
perjury in connection with a divorce decree, 
Porter L. Getchel, her first husband, de- 
clared in Oshkosh, Wis., yesterday that he 
secured a @ivorce from her twenty-three 
years ago. He said the decree had been lost. 

Mrs. Remmick claims to be the widow of 
Charles Remmick, a lawyer, and on the 
validity of the decree she says she secured 
before her alleged marriage to Remmick is 
said to depend her possessidy of the lawyer’s 
estate, valued at $100,000. 

Getchel said he married Charlotte Bublick 
in Wiseonsin, in June, 1880. Before a week 
had passed he announced he had grounds 
for divorce, left his wife, and located in 
Oshkosh. He said he consulted a lawyer re- 
garding a divorce, and iater was given a 


document whichappeared to be a legal decree. 


Then he married Miss Laabs of Oshkosh. 

Sixteen years later Getchel says he was 
visited by a Chicago lawyer, who inquired 
about the divorce proceedings. Getchel found 
there was no record of a decree, and at once 


filed a new suit, in which he was successful. 


This decree, it is said, was securedafter the 
alleged marriage of Mrs. Remmick in Chi- 
cago, but the defense produced a decree yes- 
terday which antedates that event. This 
document was signed by Thomas A. Moran,

He devoted his inaugural address to 
the subject of the relations between capital 
end labor, advocating the system of profit 
sharing adopted by the Carnegie Steel com- 
— Carnegie declared that the world is 
gteadily moving, step by step, toward bet- 
ter conditions. Just as the mechanical world 
nad changed and improved, so the world of 


jabor had advanced from the stavery of the’, 


Jeborer to the day of his absolute independ- 
ence, and now he had begun to take his 
proper place as the partner of his employer. 


Capital as Labor’s Partner. 

The world might, Mr. Carnegie said, look 
forward with hope to the day when it should 
be the rule that the workman was the part- 
ner with capital, the man of affairs giving his 

‘ business experience and the workingman in 
the mill giving his mechanical skill, both 


being equally interested in the success of- 


their joint efforts. 
Perhaps he (Mr. Carnegie) was too san- 
ine in this forecast, which it would doubt- 
take time to realize, but the result of 
experience had convinced him that a 
uge combination or even a moderate cor- 
tion had not a chance with a partnership 
hich embraced the principal officials and 
adopted a system of the payment of a bonus 
pr reward throughout the works. Such a 
ership might be relied on to earn hand- 
dome dividends in times of depression, while 
the former, conducted on the old plan, would 
incur actual and, perhaps, financial 
embarrassment.
